When he saw the number 
of people who were actively 
involved in keeping Hastings 
Ranch one of tlie beauty 
spots of tha state, he thought. 
"Why not?" and jiromptlv 
threw himself Into "Ra.ich’’ 
activities over a year ago. 
"l.lke most things, if you’re 
going to do it. do It right,” 
Winkler spld last week. 

He iigs total praise for 
those who went before him, 


for past boards and for his 
present board. 

Mary Pat Flwald, whose 
Job he took, is also editor 
of the ‘TArlat,’’ the official 
Upper Hastings Ranch writ¬ 
ten voice, and is now on the 
Board of Trustees. 

Frank Crowhurst was the 
one who first conceived of 
the idea to organize the un¬ 
incorporated area into hav¬ 
ing a government all their 
own. And Creath Smiley 
keeps "feeding into the 
group." And. ef eourse. John 
O’Donnell is on the board 
and has kept "Day at the 
Races’’ active all these 
years. 

Tt’s jicople like John who 
liave continued to push this 
thing (the organization) and 
find others to support the 
group," Winkler said of 
O’Donnell. 

Winkler conilnued, "Onre 
in a while you’ll find some¬ 
one who’s not very vocal up 
here, but most of us are 
pushing and shoving and 
asking o^irselvos what more 
we can do.

From this activity th(‘y 
have establishoil scholarsliips 
for high soliool seniors and 
college students In the area 
with 3.0 averages. Last yeai 
there were 13 participants 
whose names wore placed in 
a hat and drawn. Tliree $250 
scholarships were dispersed. 

Other coming functions in¬ 
clude spring beautification 
June 1 and 6. Once a year 
the association sponsors a 
(lean-up. paint-up time, ac¬ 
cording to Winkler, when 
residents compete according 
to geograpliloal blocks.

The Sierra Madre City 
Council will hold the first of 
its study .sessions next Tues¬ 
day evening at 6:30 p.m. 

The council recently adopt¬ 
ed an ordinance providing 
for study sessions before each 
of its regular semi-monthly 
meetings. 

According to Mayor Char¬ 
les Corp, the study .session 
will be time for the council 
members to get an "overview 
of city business.” He said it 
would give council members 
time to discuss city business 
In depth so that at It.s regu¬ 
lar meetings, items can bo 
disposed of in a timely 
fnihion. 

Corp noted the council has 
.special meetings to handle 
only personnel matters, spe¬ 
cial meetings for budget 
matters but, in the past, has 
used the regular meeting to 
pursue other items of equal 
Importance. This has caused 
some of the regular meet¬ 
ings to be unduly lengthy. 

In adopting the study ses¬ 
sion ordinance, council mem- 


liers noted they would not 
take action at these sessions 
but would use the Informa¬ 
tion gained to assist them in 
their resolution of items at 
the regular meetings.

The Sierra Madre Villa 
resident has turned h i s 
faniily’s avoc-ado trees into a 
paying business by setting 
up his own stall in Steve 
Aken’ “Farmers’ Market” In 
Pasadena. 

And it all started when the 
Pasadena High School sopho¬ 
more talked to a commercial 
dealer who wanted to buy 
avocados from the family’s 
five avocado trees. 

Why sell them to a corpor¬ 
ation when he could start his 
own business? Pete asked 
himself. Since the Blackshaw 
home is located in the middle 
of an old avocado grove, it 
was a natural. 

Of course. It wasn’t as 
simple as it sounds. He didn’t 
just pick a sack of avocados 
and sell them. He had K®* 
licensed by the agricultural 
department and had to cer¬ 
tify that the trees had no 
disease and were properly 
graded, he says. At first 
he had to go to Downey for 
inspgrtion ever y 11 ni e he 
want^ ot sell his product. 

And he made mistakes. He 
picked ""some of the large 


ayoca-dus too early and they 
mdn’t ripen because they 
weren’t ready for picking- 

When are they ready? 
When they start to get 
brown. Avocados must have 
the right oil content, too, so 
they will ripen, he explains. 
’That's one of the reasons 
he’s had to be certified, to 
make sure his avocados are 
ready for the commercial 
world. And at this Juncture 
they surely are. 

At the beginning he wrote 
the avocado bureau "because 
you have to know virhat 
you’re talking about if you’re 
going to sell aomethlng.” 
Pete says. 

’They also .sent him re¬ 
cipes, described to him why 
avocados were nutritious and 
helped him to know he was 
In the right business, he says. 

He learned that he had 
two varieties of trcea the 
Haas which is a summer 
variety and the Fuerte, the 
winter variety. 

The Haas trees produce 
from June to September, and 
the F^ierte from November 
through March. 

Fertilizing is important 
every six months, he says, 
and describes his two me¬ 


thods: sprinkling the ferti¬ 
lizer around the trees and 
soaking them with water, 
and digging a shallow ditch 
around the trees for the fer¬ 
tilizer, then watering. He 
says it’s most important to 
follow all ferlilization with 
floods of water to dispense 
the fertilizer and so the trees 
and surrounding grass won’t 
be burned. 

It’s hard work carting 
those 20 - pounds boxes 
around, but it’s worth it. 
Furthermore, sometimes hi.s 
friends help, and his mom is 
always on hand when he 
needs someone to help him 
sell, also. 

How does being such a 
young businessman feel? 

"Well,I’m Just taking ad¬ 
vantage of what I’ve got 
right now. Maybe next year 
I’ll get a regular steady Job. 
But right now, the avocado 
business is good, psutlcularly 
since this has been a good 
avocado year.” 

Pete is saving the money 
for college to help his par- 
nets, Jennette and William, 
with the bills. And maybe 
he’ll buy a car. From the 
twinkle In his eye, it seems 
the latter is most imminent.

Unique Community 
Changes With 
The Tide, Times 


The Sierra Mattre News has asked David May, IJie 
(■ity’s new Chamber of Commerce presiont, to discuss 
the future he sees for^ Sierra Madre and to suggest wlial 
oaji be done alnriit some of the city's age-old problems. 

Monday morning’s edition of the Los Angeles Tinu’s re 
wealed census figures indicating a drop of 11.1% in the 
census during the last decade — a drop from 12,140 per 
sons to 10,788. 

Sierra Madreans on the whole are casting suspicious 
eyes toward the figures and, according to ilie Times’ story, 
“31 lawsuits are pending against the Census Bureau char¬ 
ging that various segments of the population were under¬ 
counted .... Vincent P. Barabba, the bureau’s director, 
acknowledges that the suits, if successful, could re¬ 
quire ’widespread alterations’.’’ 

May’s guest editorial follows. Ed. 


During the past 100 yean, Sierra Madre hat always 
enjoyed being a unique community. In some ways it hat 
changed very little. 

Today, just at it was in 1881, the people give of their 
time and energy to keep the dty a good place to live. 
Through their organizations these volunteers have planted 
trees and fought fires. They have worshiped together on 
Easter Sunday and battled mud slides at midnight. 

Their reasons for helping are many but the common 
thread is "because this it our town and betides it needed 
to be done." 

Over the years we have grown. Now, geographically, 
wo are about at big at we can get. 

Sierra Madre is a residential city or, as it is called, e 
"bedroom community." We have a small business dis¬ 
trict at well at a fight manufacturing area. As an incor¬ 
porated city we have our own local government — city 
council, various commissions, street, water, police and fire 
departments. The services they provide for each of us 
cost money in taxes. 

With the rising costs of services, labor arvd material 
we are more and more aware of what these services cost 
eeeh of us. The methods of raising the needed dollars are 
limited since Proposition 13. 

As en organization representing the "Business Com- 
munity of Sierra Madre, the Chamber of Commerce must 
and also wants to take an active role in the growth of our 
city. To do this we have several projects planned for the 
year ahead. 

Rrrf: We are remodeling the old Toy Loan Building 
so that it can be used as an office for the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. Its location, visibility and size will give greater iden¬ 
tity for us and for the community. 

Second: We will have a Business Development Commit- 
tee. They will review the General Plan, talk with many of 

tv* o?*"’*“ communicate and work with 

the Planning Commission and the City Council to recom- 
mend programs that will help improve the business district. 

'heir recommendations will also include projects or 
programs to bring new and needed business firms to the 

City. 

Still another thrust of this committee will be to Identity 
those activities that will bring more customers to our stores 
and thus more tax dollars to our city. 

This Business Development Committee is one of the 
most challenging programs the Chamber has undertaken. 

0 w^lt within the fr*mework of how we see our dty end 
yet bring about growth will require great effort as well os 
insight ar>d creativity. 

Our Ch^ber of Commerce is equal to the task. 
Lastly, the Chamber needs to involve all of the busi-

Birthdays In my family 
come In mysterious and con¬ 
venient ways. Several of us 
had the prenatal forethought 
to be born on the same date 
as another relative. 

My wife and one of my 
sisters share birthdays and 
my son and a niece double 
up. .No one forgets these 
dates. 

This weekend, on the way 
to my mother’s for her birth¬ 
day brunch, we will stop b>’ 
Sierra Madre Pioneer Ceme¬ 
tery to pay silent tribute to 
someone also born on Jan¬ 
uary 24 — my great grand¬ 
father. 

Nathaniel Cobum Carter’s 
tombstone overshadows nine 
other gravemarklngs in oin’ 
family plot. After all, he 
founded the cemeteiy as well 
as the town. His headstone is 
not the most prominent fea¬ 
ture pf Pioneer Cemetery. 
Markings on some of the 
3000 other grave sites are 
larger or more lavi.shly en 
srribed. 

Yet none of the stonework 
is a match for nature itself 
in the 2.3-atre cemetery on 
Sierra Madre Boulevard. The 
grounds are covered witii 
palm, pepper, oak and elm 
frees. 

Carter dedicated the ceme¬ 
tery in 188-1 on what was 
once the east end of his vine¬ 
yard. Twelve of Sierra Ma 
dre’s 17 first families are 
buried here, as are more 
than 45 veterans from the 
Civil through Korean wars. 

A Historical Society book 
accurately describes Pioneer 
Cemetery as "a quiet, shaded 


place whore one mey rest for 
a few moments or forever." 

At one time, the cemetery 
created unrest. In the 1960s 
and '60s, it was strewn with 
weeds. Its ground cover 
browned from lack of water¬ 
ing. City officials, my rela 
tives and others complained 
about the deray. Ironically, 
It was Carter’s unintentional 
doings which led to neglect. 
The magnificent water sys¬ 
tem he <?stablishfd for town 
settlers did not include the 
cemetery parcel. Tlic ceme¬ 
tery assrx:iatlon, formed In 
1894 to manage the property, 
expired In 1944. There were 
no legal provisions for up¬ 
keep. 

Civic mindedness, typical 
of Sierra Madre, finally rpdc 
in to save the day. Citizens 
formed a new cemetery as- 
.sociation 20 yeare ago. Water 
was piped In. Pioneer oLsn 
began to i-eciivc support 
from the state. Sam .‘limp- 
son, assoclatirm president, 
tells mo that some problems 
persist — occasional v a n - 
dalism, wind and fltiod dam¬ 
age and lack of volunteers 
for maintenance. “But we 
receive Income from local 
donations and from grave 
site sales to cover upkeep." 
he adds. 

If Hollywood Is any auth¬ 
ority, Pioneer today Is the 
picture - perfect, small town, 
rustic cemetery. Mov'es arc 
.shot here, including a few 
.scenes Monday for a Pare, 
mount film. 

My recent visits to the 
cemetery gav’c me an addi¬ 
tional guage for measuring 
its meaning to the com¬ 
munity. Strolling along the 
cemetery’s loop road was a 
man and his dog. Later, a 
jogger pulled in to walk off 
her three mile exercise. 

From time to time, classes 
from nearby Commun 11 y 
Nursery School gather here 
to learn that dying is a na¬ 
tural thing and graveyards 
are to be enjoyed and res¬ 
pected. not shunned or 
shamed. 

Life and death oo-mlngle 
unpreteniously in Pioneer 
Cemetery. Ifs a nice place 
to visit, even If I wouldn’t 
want to live here Just yet. 
perhaps next to a great 
.uncle. We share birthdavs.
